What Will Bring Peace 
To War-Torn Spain 


„ The Soviet Union’s answer to the British 
and French proposal of a plebiscite in Spain 
to end the civil war was direct and to the 
point: 

Let us carry out the first task that will 
bring peace quickest to Spain. Stop the ship- 
ment of fascist arms and men to Spain. 

If that can be achieved, then it is up 
to the Spanish Government to consider the 
question of a “plebiscite.” 

But we are of the firm conviction that 
if Britain and France take the first steps 
proposed by the Soviet Commissar for For- 
eign Affairs, Maxim Litvinoff, and shuts off 
arms and armies of the fascist countries to 
Spain, the next step of conducting a plebis- 
cite would not become

in February 16, 1936, conduct a national elec- 
tion while they controlled the government? 
And didn’t the overwhelming majority of the 
people, o in the People’s Front, 
solemnly declare their support of the Repub- 
lie headed by the People’s Front Parties? 
And didn’t the fascists and monarchist scum 
then take up arms to wipe out the people’s 
plebiscite? What do the British and French 
foreign secretaries propose now to guarantee 
that the fascists would not again repeat 


their criminal assaults? 


The immediate issue in Spain was placed 
by the Spanish Foreign Minister del Vayo 
before the League of Nations: 

“An international conflagration daily be- 
comes more of a menace.” 


Why? ‘Because the fascist dictators are 
sending armies to Spain to bolster Franco 
and save him from inevitable defeat if he 
and his present mercenaries are left to settle 
the issue with the legitimate government the 
fascist butchers are trying to overthrow. 

By fighting to keep fascist foreign troops 
out of Spain, by increasing our support to 
the lawful Spanish Government, we work 
not only for a Victory of the democratic gov- 
ernment of Spain, but to avoid what del Vayo 
sees brewing in Spain, a world war. 


George H. Earle— 
Before and After 


» ON LABOR DAY: At Pittsburgh, 200,000 
miners and steel workers gathered to hear 
Governor George H. Earle of Pennsylvania. 
In the presence of that great mass of work- 
ers, Earle pledged himself to support or- 
ganized labor to the utmost. Enthusiastic 
waves of applause swept across South Park 
as he made this pledge. 


ON THIS LAST WEDNESDAY: At 
Reading, the leaders of the American Fed- 
eration of Hosiery Workers asked Governor 
Earle to fulfill this promise. With the Nazi- 
owned Berkshire Knitting Mills at Wyomis- 
sing thupwing strikers into jail and holding 
them in solitary confinement, union leaders 
requested that the State of Pennsylvania 
close up this citadel of the open shop. Earle 
refused. “Conditions,” he said, do not war- 
rant such action.” 


CONCLUSION: The pre-election prom- 
ises of George H. Earle are apparently quite 
different from his post-election performance. 
To him Labor can well say, vigorously: 
“LIVE UP TO YOUR PITTSBURGH 
SPEECH! LABOR EXPECTS DEEDS, 
NOT MERE WORDS.” The Communist 
Party has warned Pennsylvania’s workers 
that it will be fatal for them to rely on this 
Rooseveltian middle-of-the-roader. Is not 
that warning now confirmed? 

Does not the Reading incident—with the 
workers in a life or death struggle—under- 
line the urgency of an immediate, united 
State conference on the part of the labor 
and other progressive forces: to carry 
through their battles independently, in the 
Legislature and otherwise?
